PIANO CHAMPIONS CHOSEN 
PIANO GUILD 


NEW YORK GIRL TOP-WINNER 
(Special to all News Agencies) 
Austin, Texas—SIXTY-FIVE Student Piano Champions 


from 27,000 entrants from every state in the Union and 
Cuba were chosen this week to share the annual purse of 


prize money amounting to $5000 raised for the purpose by 


the National Guild of Piano Teach- 
ers as Cash and Medal Awards in 
the Piano Guild’s annual Record- 
ing Competition. The 65 Cash 
Prizes are distributed to the most 
outstanding of the year in twelve 
classifications ranging from the 
Artist Class, Senior, Jwnior, 
Sophomore and Freshman Colle- 
giate and High School’ Senior 
classes down to the First Grade 
Elementary School entrants and 
the amount of money offered is 
from $250.00 for the best Young 
Artist down to 910.00 for the 
champion First Grader. To com- 
pete for the money awards the 
27,000 entrants were required to 
achieve a grade of 90 or over in 
the 1950 National Piano Playing 
Auditions held in more than 350 
music centers from coast to coast 
and later, if eligibility has been 
won, to submit recordings of their 
playing to be heard by a National 
Board of Piano Pedagogues who 
pick the winners. The 1951 Judges 


were Dr. Arthur Becker, Dean of 
Music, DePaul University, Chicago; 
Bessie Ryan, Clarence Stroupe, 
Leona Hay Stroupe, and Rose 
Hanapel also of Chicago; Flor- 
ence Trumbull, Frederick Libke, 
and Clarence Burg of Oklahoma 
City; Isabel Hutcheson, Ruby Jahn, 
and Lydia Buchanan of Dallas, 
Texas. 

The Piano Guild’s aim in in- 
augurating the Audition and Re- 
cording movemtnt om a country- 
wide basis has been to establish 
important goals for the piano pu- 
pils of the nation as a means of 
inducing deeper interest in piano- 
playing,’a motive in line with the 
goal of all youth movements that 
propose to lure the young away 
from juvenile delinquency. More 
than 500,000 piano pupils have 
participated in the Guild’s projects 
since their founding by Irl Alli- 
son at Abilene, Texas, in 1929.

Keyed to the Piano Guild

“Why is the Piano Guild so suc- 
sessful?” One hears this quite fre- 
juently. “What does the Guild 
aave that gives it so much stabil- 
ity? Why are its members general- 
ly so loyal?” 


The founder of the Guild, Dr. Irl 
Allison, has a background of train- 
ng and experience especially help- 
‘ul to musicians. His degrees are 
in two subjects, music and mathe- 
matics. He taught music himself, 
taught it well, and understands the 
osroblems of teachers and students. 
de stresses quality and has insist- 
ed on musicianship being integrat- 
ed in Guild courses. Irl Allison 
married “the right girl.” They are 
warm, friendly people, ready to help 
the neighbors, meeting people in 
all walks of life with “appealing 
naturalness. 


The study plan of the Guild ap- 
peals to all honest teachers; bal- 
anced repertoire of early and late 
classics, romantic and modern num- 
bers plus required units of musi- 
cianship. There is no prescribed 
list—the teacher makes the choice. 
The fees for teachers and students 
are modest. The certificates are 
tangible evidence to parents of each 
year’s accomplishment; the diplom- 
as require the kind of preparation 
that leads to professional excel- 
lence; the critical opinion of an 
outside adjudicator is stimulating; 
the list of points considered on the 
grading card are of inestimable 
value throughout the teaching year; 
the little pins are beauties; life in- 
surance for teachers is attractive; 
the recording competition gives op- 
portunity for the especially gifted. 
Space prevents further enumera- 
tion, but this is a partial answer 
to the query, “Why is the Guild so 
successful?” 


Rose Raymond is giving her 
eighth Town Hall recital April 1. 


She is a charter member of the New 
York Chapter of the Guild; has act- 
ed as an adjudicator for fifteen 
years, and studied with Godowsky 
and Matthay. 


Ernesto Berumen leaves this 
this month for Cuba where he will 
give a recital, lecture in Spanish 
for teachers of the Conservatory 
in Havana, and judge the Guild au- 
ditions there. 


Storm Bull played the Bartok 
Concerto with the Denver Sympho- 
ny. Ruth Nichols is chairman of 
the Denver Guild chapter. 


Clara Loudenslager of Toledo is 
the new president of the Ohio M. 
T. A. which will have its conven- 
tion June 19, 20, 21 in Cleveland. 


Iri Allison is on the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Musicians Club of 
America which is raising “a fund 
in trust to assure the establish- 
ment and continuing development 
of a retirement club colony for mu- 
sicians,” the plan originated by 
Miss Bertha Foster of Miami. 


Guild Headquarters in Texas has 
issued the new 1951 Yearbook and 
National Directory—the earliest it 
has come out in several years. Over 
300 places held Guild auditions in 
1950, and 116 adjudicators were sent 
out. Thirty students won the Art- 
ist Diploma, 27 the Paderewski 
Medal, out of the thousands who 
took the Guild auditions. 


Jean Geis’ New York Town Hall 
recital, March 11, is attracting wide 
attention, as she has played with 
many orchestras and has toured in 
twenty-one states. All her teachers 
have been Guild members: Ralph 
Zirkle, Olga Samaroff, and Rosina 
Lhevinne. She won the Guild Art- 
ist Diploma at sixteen, and was 
awarded the $1000 prize of the Fed- 
eration of Music Clubs. :

Mr. Floyd was the top-winner 
among the Young Artists who par- 
ticipated in the 1949 National 
Piano Recording Competition, when 
he was voted by the Judges as 
not quite ready for Town Hall, 
for which reason his New York

debut was postponed. In 1950, at 
Cleveland, however, the majority 
of Guild Judges voted in favor of 
his readiness for Town Hall. Mr. 
Floyd then decided to work two 
more years before taking advan- 
tage of the Guild’s obligation to 
present him. The date has now 
been set for March or April, 1952, 
Dr. Allison said. 


GOLD AND BRONZE 
PENDANT WINNERS 


ONE HUNDRED EIGHTY-ONE 
young pianists of all classifica- 
tions, including the 65 Cash Prize 
Winners, were rated by the 
Board of Judges as worthy to re- 
ceive the Gold Pendant Award, 
signifying these were of first rate 
caliber and that they were in the 
Finals for the determination of 
those to receive the Cash Prizes. 
Thirty-five others were considered 
worthy of Honorable Mention for 
which the Bronze Pendant was the 
reward. The Gold and _ Bronze 
Pendants will have to be manu- 
factured before delivery to the 
Winners and this will require about 
sixty days, therefore, both Win- 
ners and Teachers of the follow- 
ing students may expect to receive 
these awards by May 15; in time,
